Evans Comes and Goes 


Without Affecting Situation. 


Following an attack at Lithonia on 
an engine sent to remove perishable 
fefght yesterday afternoon, the strike 
situation on th Geeorgia railroad ie 
more serious than ever and the chances 
for a settlement appear farther off 
than any day since the trouble began. 

It is announced that mail trains will 
run on the Georgia road today, but 
there are rumors fro mdown the road 
that they will be interfered with if 
manned by negro firemen, and it is de- 
clared that the road will adhere to its 
policies of using negroes. A dispatch 
to the Associated Press from Madison 
announced that serious trouble wage 
brewing at Thomson and Union Point 
last night, and that mail trains might 
not be able to get through today. 

Fourth Viee President D. E. Evans, 
of the Louisville and Nashville, whose 
coming was expected to Bring some 
developments fn the situation, reached 
the city last night, spent three heura,

It was announced last night that 
Sheriff Morris, of DeKalb county, ac- 
compenied by former Sheriff Reagan, 
two deputies, and Hon. Murphy Can- 
dler, former representative from that 
county, and now.a member of the 
state railroad commission, will today 
go to Lithonia and give the railroad 
protection so as to “allow tne rémoval 
of the perishable freight.

It is said that the mail train to be 
sent out this morning will carry En- 
gineer John D. Hogan, of Augusta, 
and Ed Williams, s negro fireman, on 
locomotive No. iM. 

Yesterday mail trains both ways on 
rthe main line and all the branches 
reached their destination without mo- 
lestation. 

Last night was one of many conflict- 
ing rumors. It was at first declared 
that no trains would be moved, an 
order having. been Issued to that effect 
by Assistant Grand Chief Fred Bur- 
gess, of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. This order was  after- 
wards modified so as to allow the mov- 
ing of the mails. ‘The origina! order 
was as follows:

As we are firmly of the opin- 
ion the time has arrived for us to 
positively decline to attempt to run 
engines on the Georgia railroad unless 
fyou can absolutely guarantee our en- 
gineers full protection.

Madison, Ga., May 28.—.—(By Asso. 
elated Press.)—Intense excitement. pre- 
vails tonight at Thomson and Union 
Point, on the Georgia railroad, and 
there is a firm, unmistakable determi- 
nation that no trains save those carry- 
ing mails solely will be allowed to 
pass those points. The action of the 
railroad today in sending the - mail 
trains out with negro firemen ‘!s bit- 
terly resented, and the citizens of these 
towns along the lire are not talking in 
undertones. 

Some even express the feeting that 
the railroad “has no business” sending 
mail trains out with negro firemen, and 
it may be positively stated that these 
trains are pot absolutely safe from 
attack of some kind by the more in- 
flamed and d4houghtless. 

There aré many negroes residing in 
these towns along the Georgia railroad, 
and to the great majority of them these 
manifestations on the part of the 
whites, which is not hard to observe, is}

ISTATEMENT BY SCOTT | 
ON LITHONIA AFFAIR

General Manager of Georgia Road Gives Out Affidavits 
Made by Supt. Patterson and Engineer 
Downing as to Attack. 


Just after midnight General Manager 
T. K. Scott>’of the Georgia railroad 
gave out the following statement as to 
the trouble at Lithonta, giving affida- 
vit from Superintendent Patterson and 


Engineer Downing:

“‘atianta, Ga., May 28, 1909. 
r. Thomas K. Scott, General 
Manager Georgia Railroad, Piedmont 
Hotel, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: In ac- 
cordance with vour request that I see 
Governor Hoke Smith and secuyve from 
him a written order to the sheriff of 
the county in which is located Li- 
thonia, beg to say that I saw Governor 
Smith, and he told me to tell you that 
he had already issued instructions to 
the sheriff to give you every protec- 
tion in case of violence, and that not 
only had he given these Instructions, 
but that the law amply provided for 
such protection to your railroad in 
case of violence, and that you had the 
right at any time to call on the sheriff 
for protection in case of violence. He 
further informed me that the mayor 
of Lithonia bad given special instruc- 
tions to his policemen to prevent any 
violence, and that both the sheriff and 
the mayor of Lithonia had advised 
him that there was no violence what- 
ever. Under these conditions, I can- 
not see how you can consistently re- 
fuse to make an attempt to get my 
two cars of meat back from IAthonia 
to Atlanta and deliver them to con- 
necting lines for Macon. I tendered 
you the services of a fireman, and Mr. 
Burgess, of the Engineers’ Brother- 
hood, told you that he would order an 
engineer, provided you would guafan- 
tee his safety. This you refused to do 
in my presence. At that time, how- 
ever, you were perhaps not aware of 
the above message from Governor 
Smith. 

“‘T feel, as a patron of your line, 
that I am entitled to every protection 
possible end every effort en your part 
to deliver me this meat. I knew of 
no effort that you have-made‘to s¢nd 
an engine and get these cars back to 
Atlanta, although” I’ have’ repeatediy

requested you to make this effort. 
There has been no violence, although 
these ¢are have now been at Lithonia 
for about a week, and I feel that some 
effort should have been made by you 
to draw these cares out, and [ 4m sure 
it could have heen done. | 

“I write this letter also te put you 
on notice that I hold your line respon- 
sible for any loss that may accrue by 
these cars being detained. I have 
been to some expense already, and, 
aside from the perishable nature of 
the contents, there is liable to be 
losses from decline in tne market and 
other causes. 

“‘T will be glad to hove you advise 
me at Macon either by letter or wire 
what I may expect from you.

“Thereupon I arranged with Sheriff 
Morrie, of DeKalb county, for safety to 
employees of an empty engine moving 
to Lithonia to get the train of cars, 
including those referred to in the for- 
respondence with Mr. Hazlehurst. Sher- 
iff Morris promised full protection to 
the train. Thereupon I sent Mr. 
Hazlehurst the following telegram: 

“ "WESTERN UNION TELDPGRAM. 

‘*Atianta, Ga., May 28, 1909. 

“"'F) W. Hazlehurst, Macon, Ga.—Letter 
date. It is not our duty to move your 
perishables from Lithonia back to At- 
lanta and send them by another route, 
but in response to your request, after 
considerable delay, I have arranged 
with the sheriff of DeKalb county to 
fully protect movement of train sent 
from here to bring the freight back. If 
this is done, your freight should reach 
here some time tonight and be deliv-

ered to the Central: of Georgia for 
prompt forwarding. I will write fully 
as soon as possible.’ (Sig.) 

“The train having been rocked, as 
shown in the attached affidavits from 
John Patterson and G. E. Downing, 
the engine was obliged to return 
empty to Atlanta. Thereupon I wired 
\Mr. Hazlehurst as follows: .

“ ‘Atlanta, Ga., May 28, 1909. 

“} W. Wazelhurst, Macon, Ga.— 
Since sending my second telegram. to 
you at 6:35, p. m., have had a _ \long- 
distance telephenic conversation with 
Sheriff- Morris at Decatur, in which I 
offere dto provide an engine then at 
Decatur for himself and deputies to go 
down to Lithonia to move the train 
containing your meat, which, as _ pre- 
viousl; advised, was left on the main 
line near Lithonia, becaise mob pre- 
vented its movement. He refused posi- 
tively to go tonight, but promised to 
gO early tomarrow morning, not on the 
engine, but through the country,~ with 
sworn deputies, and do everything in 
his power to protect movement of the 
train. In the meantime, Assistant 
i'Grand Chief Burgess having learned 
that Engineer Downing, of the train 
sent to Lithonia, had been injured by a 
rock thrown by someone in the crowd, 
gave me formal notice that he would 
not require engineers to attémpt to 
move any trains until the state and 
county authorities restored order and 
furnished ample protection to engineers. 
In this condition the Georgia ratlroad 
has been forced to cease any attempt 
to move’any trains, even those carrying 
United States mail only.’

“This afternoon, at the request of 
General Manager Scott, 1 took a train, 
composed of engine No. 67, of the Geor- 
gia railroad, and no other equipment, 
and mannéd by a crew of engineer, 
Downing; a negro fireman, whose name 
I don’t know, as well as a conductor 
and flagman, both white, and a colored 
train hand. The names of these last 
three I don't know. We left Atlanta 
at 4:35 p. m., bound for Lithonia, Ga., 
where we were to get about twenty- 
five cars, of which 13 cars were perish- 
able and the other higherly important 
freight, and arrived at Lithonia at 
5:25 p.m. We made the outbound trip 
with engine moving backward. On ar- 
rival We backed in on the train and 
coupled up, and in the course of it had 
several couplings to make. We found 
equipment apparently all right. 
“"There were at least one hundred 
people on the ground, at the _ station 
when we got coupled up, and they de- 
manded that the negro: fireman come 
down off the engine, and when he did 
not do so, then at once began to stone 
the engine. One «of the rocks struck 
Engineer Downing in the side anda 
broke the glass in that side of the cab. 
He has the rock now in his possession. 
I do not think the negro was struck 
by any of the rocks thrown. This com- 
motion was general, and there were 
hoots and shouts at us as we. were 
coupling up. I then went to a man in 
the crowd who appeared to be an offi- 
cer, for he had on a badge and blue 
uniform, and I appealed to. him for pra- 
! tection, stating that we had come there 
| peaceably to get the cars of freight, 
and had heen assured that we would. be 
protected. He waiked off into the other 
side of the engine, and I never saw 
him any more. He said he wag trying 
to keep order, but I never saw him 
making any effort to-go anything: 
"We were there about ten’ minutes 
after stopping and coupling up, in get- 
ting away, and as we pulled out onto 
the main line some persons from the 
crowd cut the air hoge in several. places 


the sides of the cars and set.the brakes 
On several cars thus brM®ging us to a 
stop, and this was just abont as we 
cleared the @witch. 

“"By this time the crowd swelled to 

about two hundreq people. It was on 
top of the train. As the train stopped, 
the inob ran forwarg toward the en- 
gine, and the engineer pulled off from 
) the train and got out of their way in 

Order to prevent any violence being , 
done his fireman. I don't 
whether the crowd cut the engine off 
or whether it was done by some of. our 
Own people. 

“I then got down and walked on up 
the track toward Atlanta to Redan, 
and was later pickeq up by engine 67 
when it came back for me. 

“"We left the train standing on the 
main line in two parts.

Downing as to the trouble Was a<« fol- 
lows: 


“ ‘Georgia, Fulton County.~-Per- 
sonally appeared béfore me, a notary 
public in and for said county, G. E. 
Downing, who being duly sworn, de- 
poses and says: 


“ “We started from the round house 
at Atlanta with engine 67. Fireman 
Jim King, colored; Conductor Pender, 
also white flagman and negro train 
hand. We left the yard at 4:30 Pp. m. 
to g0 down to Lithonia to met a train 
load of meat for Atlanta. We arrived 
there about 5:10 p. m. and backed 
down and coupled to the train stand- 
ing on the side track, and then started 
to switch the coach on to the other 
end of the train, and while enga ed in 
an effort to do this the mob soainea to 
get excited and we decided to pull it 
Out as it was and pulled out that way 
with the coach next the engine. Then 
some one from the crowd threw a 
stone through the rear window, ‘strik- 
ing Me just above the heart and then 
they tried to crawd on the engine to 
get the negro fireman, and I saw I had 
no protection from the police and de- 
cided I had best protect niyself I grab- 
bed a wrench that was laying in front 
of my box and told them 1. would brain 
the first man that came on my engine. 
While this was taking place they 
sorter stood back and I pulled my train 
out of the side track and they began 
to climb gn the rear cars and set the 
band brakes on the train, which very 
soon stopped mé, and then the mob 
started toward the engine and-I had 
the trainhand cut the coach off from 
the train and ran off from them and 
sopped again. My idea for: stopping 
was to wait for Mr. Patterson. Soon 

as I stopped the crowd began to come 
again. I ran off the setond time, and 
when they saw me stop the second 

efor the engine again 
eless to wait for 
Patterson and went on to Redan. 
and stopped and asked>Section Fore- 
man Winters if he would take his car 
and go back and get Mr. Patterson 
for me. He said he didn't think it 
wus safe for him to go, as he might 
get in trouble. I then proceeded to 
Stone Mountain and.wired Mr. Seott 
the condition of everything and- he 
asked me if I would go back and see if 
I could get Mr. Patterson. I then 
backed up to Redan. and found him 
there. Redan !s abowt 3 miles from 
Lithonia. We then proceeded on to 
Decatur and stopped there and from 
that point carae on baek to Atlanta. 

“Th: rock that struck me ia now in 
my possession. Weighs about a hailf- 
pound. The blow was severe and 
caused me to spit up .some blood: 
When we arrived at Lithonia there 
was a large crowd, probably 200 per- 
sons, already at the depot. It was 
composed of both men and boys: I 
saw two officers there. I. could tell 
them from their clothes. and badges.

ATTACK MADE 
ON ENCINE CREW 
BYLITHONIA MOR 


Engineer “Jack” Downing Seri- 
ously Injured, Being tit 
by Rock, 


FREIGHT TRAIN LEFT, 
BLOCKING MAIN TRACK 


Extra Crew Went to Lithonia 
to Move Several Cars of Per- 
ishable Freight—Crowd Re- 
fused to Allow “Nigger Fire- 
man to Work on the Georgia 
Road.” 


Lithenia, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—: 
Determined that no work should be 
cvre by a negro fireman on the Geor- 
gia railroad, a mob of two hundred 
men attackué an engine crew here late 
this afternoon, while it was attempt- 
ing to remove a freight train from a 
siding. Engineer George E. (“Jack”) 
Downin® was seriously injured, being 
bit over the heart by a large rock. The 
engine was forced to cut loose from 
the train and speed as fast as it could 
toward Atlanta. 

Superintendent. J. D. Patterson, of 
the Georgia Joipt Terminals, who ac- 
coh panied the @xtra engine erew to 
reanove the train,. was forced to walk 


REPORT OF THE STRIKE 
BY ASSOCIA TED PRESS 


Here Is the Report Sent Out Friday by Great News- 
gathering Bureau--Trouble at Lithonia 
Is Described. 


By Associated Press. 

Atlanta, Ga., May 26.—The first vio- 
lence to railroad property in the 
Georgia firemen’s strike occurred 
tonight to a moving freight at 
Lithonia, Ga., and the race situation 
in consequence loomed more sharply 
than ever over the situation, notwith- 
standing a dav of much apparent 
progress toward settlement. 

A negro fireman was apparently the 
cause of the trouble, and he was rush- 
ed to Atlanta in an engine to save 
him from what his engineer, at least, 
believed was a threatening situation. 
The trouble started in the throwing 
of one or two stones and the board- 
ing of the freight train by men who 
set the brakes and broke it into three 
sections. 

Blocks the Main Line. 

The freight now blocks the main 
line of the road and the progress of 
United States mails which go out early 
tomorrow morning. To such a pitch 
Was public excitement strrred by the 
affair that official sources gave the 
most conflicting versions of it. The 
railroad officers declared that it was 
the work of-strike sympathizers, while 
a county official wired the governor's 
office that it was merely an accident. 

The engine left here tate this after 
noon for Lithonia under an arrange- 
ment between Sheriff Morris, of De- 
Kalb county, and the railroad officials 
to bring a train load of perishable pro- 
visions from the siding at Lithonia 
into Atlanta. Assurances have. bsen 
given the railroad for several days 
that in the interest of local shippers, 
whose valuable cars were tied up and 
suffering loss’ by the strike, no dem- 
onstration would be made i against 
hauling these cars to Atlanta. 

Bigg Crowd Gathered. 

When, however, the engine from 
Atlanta pulled tnto Lithonia about 
dusk tonight it was seen to carry A 
negro fireman, as did the mail train, 
which passed Lithonia earlier in the 
Gay, exciting very ‘unPayvoradle com- 
ments. About 200 people. gathered at 
the station tonight. 

The enginé was eoupled to the cars: 


back jo Redan, 3 miles, where he 
eaught the engine. 

Gredt excitement prevails here up to 
this hour, midnight, and it is thought, 
if another engine is run down here to 
take tlhe train to Atlanta, that there 
will be further trouble. 


CROWD CLIMBED ON CARS 
AND PUT ON THE BRAKES 


When the extra engine arrived here, 
the ¢rew began to cougle up the freight 
train, whirh had been standing on the 
siding éver since trains had stopped 
moving on the road. Superintendent 
Patterson jumped off the engine, and 
began to give directions about the 
switching. At this juncture the mod 
came up, and began to crowd upon the 
cars, and to put on brakes. The en- 
gineer asked that he be allowed to 
move the train, and the crowd consent. 
ed to let it be placed on the main 
track. At this moment a rock was 
hurled into the cab of the engine, 
breaking the glass, and hitting the en- 
aineer. 


DOWNING GRABS WRENCH 
IN ORDER TO PROTECT SELF 


“Jack” Downing then grabbed a 
monkey wrench, and yelled to the 
crowd: “I will kill the next man who 
makes an attempt on my life.” 

Members of the gathering 
back: 

“Jack, we don’t want to hurt you. 
We don't want any nigger to run on 
the Georgia road.” 

There was no demonstration 
there would be further injury 
that. 

When the engineer tried, however, 
to pull the freight out of the town, all 
brakes were put on. and, to put it as 
he states, “it would Rave taken two 
engines to pul that train out.” It ap- 
peared for a’ momént that the negrv 
fireman was going to be pulled off the 
engine, and Downing cried out: 

‘Let this man make this run?” 

“No!” they clamored, “we won’t. We 
don't want your nigger, but we won't 
let him run on the road.” 

IT WAS IMPOSSIBLE 
THEN TO MOVE THE TRAIN 

It was absolutely impossible, then, 
to move the train, and, uncoupling the 
engine, fearing there would be an ef- 
fort to take the negro, the locomotive 
was hurrieq with all speeq toward At- 
lanta. Superintendent Patterson, who 
was left standing on the ground, was 
ferced to walk 3 miles to Redan, where 
he found the engine waiting for him. 

That negro firemen on the Georgia 
railroad will meet with opposition ;¢ 
from the people seems to be absolutely 
certain. The sentiment of a number 
here is against them, and should an- 
other effort be made to move the 
freight, which now blocks the main 
lime and all mail trains, it is feared 
that a demonstration of a stronger 
character would pe made. 


GOVERNOR TOLD D MARSHAL 
HE MUST PRESERVE PEACE 
General Manager .Scott, of the Geor- 
gia railroad, arranged yesterday to 
move from Lithonta several carloads 
of perishable freight which have been 
on the sidetracks at. that place al- 
most since the beginning of the strike. 
Among these perishables were $5,000

uncoupling the engine, leaving its 
load stalled, 
Officers Did Nothing. 

According to the railroad’s  state- 
ment, their men saw no attempt by 
local authoritiés to interfere with the 
attack on the train. 

The report telephoned to state of- 
ficlals here said merely that there was 
no violence; that the train had run 
a short distance out of Lithonia, when 
it stalled, and the engine continued 
on its run to Atlanta.

Negroes have 
met violent deaths during that time, 
but “they were killed while resisting 
capture. 

Chairman Knapp,

road and Banking Company to operate 
trains over its lines expired in 1881, 
thirty-six years after the completion 
of the road, and that now, therefore, 
the state can operate trains,over the 
lines legally the same as the road's 
lessees. Another proposition was for 
receivership by the state on the ground 
of public welfare and necessity. 

The status of arbitration for settile- 
ment has remained unchanged: all day 
owing to a freight wreck which de- 
layed for nearly twelve hours the a@r- 
rival here -of Fourth Vice President 
Evans, of the Louisvile and Nashville 
railroad.

The 
Georgia railroad firemen and other em- 
ployees have been largely recruited 
from the community -which the railroad 
serves, and in consequence many #@ 
blood relation is standing by his kins- 
man in standing by the strike. Many 
of these recruits have come from the 
best families of the section who havé 
seen their father or relatives pass 
through the grimy railroad apprentice- 
ship to responsible positions through- 
out the state. 

Correspondents traveling through the 
strike district today reported that there 
is no doubt that many of the people 
have seen the present trouble coming 
for weeks, and had resolved to stand 
by the firemen. Tonight it was re- 
ported that there was talk of holding 
mass meetings at several places to 
voice indignation at the railroad’s acs 
tion in putting negroes today on what 
the public has dubbed “neutral trains.’

Regarding Strike Situa- 
tion on Georgia Road. 


Expressed Earnest Hope That 
Federal Government Would 
Not Interfere — Sends Tele- 
gram to Vice President Ball.

Washington, May 28.—(Special.)—- 
Senator Bacon called at the white 


house this morning and had a long 
conference with President Taft in re- 
gard to the strike and suspension of 
traffic on the Georgia railroad. He 
went over the situation fully with 
the president at his request. This 
was prior to the meeting of the cab- 
inet, at which the matter was subse- 


quently taken up. 
Senator Bacon expressed the earnest 


hope that there would be no inter- 
ference on the part of tne federal gov- 


posaible the unfortunate consequences 
‘which would inevitably follow such 
action. On leaving the white house 
he sent a strong telegram to Vice 
President E. A. Ball, of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen, urging 
upon him the great importance of the 
commission of no overt act by anyone 
tnat could form any ground for in- 
tervention by the government to pro- 
tect the mails. While he strongly 
sympathizes with the desire of the 
white firemen on the Georgia railroad 
to be relieved of negro competition, 
he expressed the earnest hope that 
during the present controversy there 
will be no intereference by anyone 
with the operation of mail cars. 


Telegram to Ball. 


In his telegram he said: 

*In my judgment locomotive’ oen- 
gines on southern railroads should be 
manned exclusively by white ‘men, 
just as locomotive engines are man- 
ned exclusively by white men on 
northern railroads. Nevertheless, hav- 
ing in mind the conference with the 
president, I most strongly and ear- 
nestly urge that there be no inter- 
ference by anyone with the: running 
of mail cers, and thus avoid giving 
any possible. excuse,” 

He declared that if there was no iIn- 
terference by anvone with the run- 
ning of mail cars, the government 
would have no occasion to take a hand 
in the situation and the settlement of 
the controversy would properly be 
left to the people of the state. 

Senator Bacon, in  hir telegram, 
placed the case before Vice President 
Ball in language of significant mean- 
ing.

Church With Wallace. 

The congre, stion indorsed a letter ad- 
dressed to the ¢ommittee and signed by 
Mr. Wallace, in which they voted not 
only to support Mr. Wallace in his 
convictions, but to demand that the 
committee, at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, make a frank report of their 
findings to the. church, and say  def- 
initely whether they will accept Mr. 
Wallace as a minister. The committee 
in question is composed of Dr. J. J. 
Bennett, Dr. John F. Purser and Dr. 
Len G. Broughton, al! leading Bap- 
tiet ministers. There are two other 
members of the committee orig- 
inally named, who were absent when 
Mr. Wallace was being examined by 
the three named above, and the letter 
asks that they be’ stricken, in order 
to expedite matters. The two absent 
ministers are Dr J. J. McCutchen, who 
was sick when the examination took 
place, and Dr. John E. White, who was 
out of the city. 

It is stated that there is another 
comm*fttee of gentlemen, who have con- 
trol. of the church property, which is 
thinking seriously of taking it away 
from the present membership if. the 
question of close communion is. not 
settled in favor of the Baptist belief. 
To this alleged threat, Mr. Wallace and 
his « congregation have stated that 
they will stick together in the event 
such an action is taken, start a cam- 
paign for funds and build a separate 
and distinat church. As each Baptist 
church is an unit, it is etated that a 
congregation and its pastor have @ 
right to do this. 

The conference was called after a re- 
vival service in the church last night. 
J. T. Mitchell, a deacon, was elected 
moderator, and tHe letter which Mr. 
Wallace had prepared for the conmgre- 
gation to either enforce or reject, was 
read by F. D. Thackston, 4 deacon. 


Wallace Gives His Reasons. 


Then Mr. Wallace arose and stated 
that he wished to explain a few mat- 
ters. He talked very plainly, and de- 
clared that he believed that nowhere 
in the Bible, upon which he based his 
belief, could he find any passage which 
put restrictions upon the invitation to 
the communion supper. : 

In opening, Mr. Wallace declared: “I 
want to say to you that that commit- 
tee has tried to skin me alive. After 
trying to scare me out of my convic- 
tions by flattery and other means, they 
sent Dr. Bennett out here to preach to 
you on the question of ordinances in 
an effort to turn you against me. 

“T would not sell my convictions for 
all the Baptists on God's green earth, 
and I don’t propose to weaken in this 
instance one whit.” 

-Mr. Wallace then read those por- 
tions of the Bible which deal with the 
question of communion, and which are 
familiartoall Baptists, and emphasized 
again the fact that the point at issue 
was not down in print in the Book. 
Following his remarks a motion to in- 
dorse the resolution was made by Mr. 
Thackston. Before it was seconded, 
Rev. J. L. Oliver, former pastor of the 
church, and now an evangelist, arose 
to make a few remarks. When he 
declared that the Baptist church rested 

upoh two things, namely, Baptism and 
the Lord’s Supper, Mr. Wallace asked: 

“What about the third thing? 

Rev. Mr. Oliver replied “wait a min- 
ute,” and was about to continue st oom 
Mr. Wallace arose and addressed the 
chair, declaring: 

Objected to Outsiders. 

“Mr. Moderator, I object to this man, 
who is not a member of this church, 
coming here to offer his opinions on 
this question. It is a matter for this 
congregation to settle, and I ask the 
chair to stop him.” 

Mr. Oliver then arose and said that 
his object in rtsing was to offer the 
suggestion that a committee of three 
be appointed to settle the matter. To 
this explanation Mr. Wallace at once 
objected. 


» “T- object,” he said, “to any such 


suggestion. This committee has treat- 
ed this church with contempt, and I 
ask for action tonight. They must

either pass me up for the ministry or 
turn me down.” 

The motion ‘was then seconded by C. 
F. Méeéckel. Before the question was: 
put an amendment was made to the 
original motion that copies of the let- 
ter be sent’ to each member of the com- 
mittee, and that a copy be furnished 
to each of three Atianta dailies. 

The question was put thus: “AN in 
favor of sticking by Mr. Wallace and 
asking of this ordination committee 


‘|for immediate action, say ‘aye.’” . 


- Every member of the church’present 
stood up, and when the opposite to 
the question was put not a person arose. 

Following the adoption of the motion 
Mr. Wallace arose and openly apol- 
ognized to Rev. Mr. Oliver for oppos- 
‘ng his objection. Mr. Oliver replied,

the church weeps that my feelings are 
hurt.” Mr. Oliver announced the bene- 
diction. 

None of the members of the commit- 
tee were present. Mr. Wallace stated 
that he was sorry that they were ab- 
sent, and that he intended to tell them 
face to face everything that he had 
said about them. 

The Ponders Avenue Baptist church 
is located on Ponders avenue, just off 
Marietta street. For the past several 
months it has been without a pastor, 
when Mr. Wallace was called, and he 
accepted. The committee of ministers 
was asked to ordain him, it is said, 


by the church as a matter of fairness. 
‘Mr. Wallace declared in his talk to 
the congregation following the reading 
of the letter, that if the committee 
refused to pass upon him, then he

David Henderson, of New 
York, Suffering Fram Uncon- 
trollable Attack of Neuras- 
thenia, Does Wild Shooting 
With Fatal Result. 


Paris, May 28.—David Henderson, be- 
lieved to be of New York, aged 51, 
shot his daughter dead in a cafe here 
tonight and then committed suicide. 
The dead woman’s name fas Martha. 
She was 22 years old. 

With Mr. Henderson in the restau- 
rant were his wife and three daughters 
and a governess. 

At the end of the meal Mr. Henderson 
rose from the table, lit a cigar, open- 
ed the window and walked the Jength 
of the room. once or twice. Then sud- 
denly and without warning he fired 
four shots at random in the direction 
of the table, one of which struck his 
daughter, Marthan, in the back of the 
neck, fracturing her spine and kill- 
ing her instantly.

A. Quillian started an entirely new 
movement by introducing a resolution 
declaring against a commission gov- 
ernment and calling another subcom- 
mittee to draft a new charter. This 
resolution was not acted upon, as an 
adjournment was, taken until Monday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock in the midst of 
the debate.

Senator Bradley, of Kentucky, today,’ 
in arguing the adoption of his amend- 
ment to the senate bill. This amend- 
ment proposes to restore in the tariff 
bil the house provision for the free 
Sale of leaf tobacco by the farmer, 
which was stricken out by the finance 
committee of the senate. After review- 
ing the growth of the American To- 
bacoo Company, Mr. Bradley said that, 
not content with destroying all com- 
petition in the United States, this con- 
cern drove the Imperial Tobacco Com- 
pany of Great Britain, its chief com- 
petitor. to a compromise and obtained 
on agreement by which the Imperia:

States.

Presbyterians Want Trial 
the Congo Free State Post- 
poned for Awhile. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 28.—The Be!l- 
gian government has cited Messrs. 
Morris and Shepherd, two of the mis- 
gionaries of the Southern Presbyterian 
church, to trial at Leopoldville, in the 
Congo Free State. They are charged 
with making accusations against the 
officials of the state of cruelty to na- 
tives. 

The Southern Presbyterian board of 
missions has entered a protest at 
Washingtan city because the summons 
to trial was 9099 miles away from the 
scene of the atrocities and requiring a 
200-mile walk and a 700-mile ride down 
the Kaisai river, which would take 
five months for the return trip. It 
would be impossible to carry witnesses 
with them without great expense and 
inconvenience. 

President Taft and Mr. Knox have 
been communicated with by wire and 
letters urging that the trial be post- 
poned until more favorable conditions 
shall be found. The board of mis- 
sions of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, adopted resolutions last 
week and forwarded the same to 
Washington city. An appeal has been 
made to every board in the United 
States and Canada, to the number of 
fifty and more, to take action in re- 
gard to this matter. Replies have 
been received from the president and 
the secretary of state indicating their 
readiness to cooperate and citing the 
fact that a communication had already 
been forwarded the Belg jan govern- 
ment.

-At her death this 
trust fund is to be returned to the 
residuary estate. Mr. Rogers leaves his 
residence at Fairhaven, Mass., and his 
real estate there to his son, Henry H. 
Rogers, Jr. 


Various trusts, ranging in amounts 
from $310,000 to $200,000 each, and al- 
together aggregating $550,000,’ are cre- 
ated for the benefit of Mr. Rogers’ col- 
lateral relatives. The income from 
these trusts is’to be paid to the various 
beneficiaries during their lives, and 
upon their deaths the principal of the 
trust funds will revert to the residuary 
estate of the testator. 

Mr. Rogers, after making these be- 
quests, divided his residuary estate 
into four trust funds, one for the bene- 
fit of each of his children. When the 
children attain the age of 40 years 
they are each to receive one-half of 
the principal of the trust created for 
itheir benefit; the other half is to be 
held in trust during the life of each 
child, but the children are each given 
the power to dispose of the principal 
of the trust by will.

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to a decline of 5 points 
under e renewal of scattering liquida- 
tion, in spite of better cables than ex- 
pected, and continued wet weather in 
eastern and central sections of the 
belt. At first, offerings were not heavy, 
and the market rallied to about the 
closing prices of yesterday, on cover- 
ing and the big English spot sales, but 
soon weakened, following 4 private 
crop report indicating a decrease of 
less than 1! per cent In acreage and 
an average condition of 83.7 per cent, 
which was nearly 10 per cent. better 
than reports issued earlier in the week. 
Trading was quiet during the middle
